The Kaiser Is Supreme. 
HE Kaiser kéeps with him in the field, in 
T addition to the general staff, the Chancel- 
lor, Von Bethmann-Hollweg; the Foreign 
Minister, Von Jagow, and the Minister of Ma- 
rine, Von Tirpitz. The presence of the ruler and 
his aids in the field makes the Government at 
Berlin move slowly, for everything has to be re- 
ferred to the “grand chief headquarters,” for 
Germany, in spite of the fiction of the constitu- 
tional Government, is today more of a one-mcn 
Government than almost any other country in 
the world. 

I rode out of Metz Oct. 26, headed for the French 
line. From the distance could be heard the boom 
of the heavy cannon, when suddenly, back of ‘us, 
came the sound of rifle fire and the bark of the 
smaller field pieces. The immediate belief that 
the French has encompassed an enveloping move- 
ment was discounted by the member of the gen- 
eral staff with our party, who explained that three 
reserve corps, composed of recruits, were having 
an all-day sham battle. They were being given 
practice within twenty miles of the actual front— 
and practice that was little short of the severity 
of actual battle. 

It was no unusual thing to see reserves, await- 
ing the call to go into action, drilling and shoot- 
ing at butts where they were not near enongh 
to main bodies in action to create fear that an 
attack In the rear was coming. 

The Germans say that the Russians are good 
soldiers but: badly officered. Avropos of this, I 
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Bouton of the Associated Press, I was under fire 
at Wirballen for several hours, and of the shrap- 
nel the Russians sent over the redoubts that shel- 
tered us, perhaps three in ten exploded, certainly 
not more. 

The only time I heard: of German ammunition 
being poor was during the coastal operations that 
are still being fought on the German right. The 
German general staff explains this as due to 
the fact that the shells are encased in wicker- 
work covers that absorb the dampness from the 
flood regions through which the Germans have 
been fighting 


Why the Soldiers Fight. 
HE reasons for the war are more or less 
T confused in the minds of those who are 
actually fighting. I asked a German why 
he was fighting. 

“For the Fatherland,” he answered promptly. 

“Yes, but why is the Fatherland fighting?” 

“For national existence,” he replied. “If we 
do not fight we will be wiped out both as a coun- 
try and as individuals,” 

That answer pretty well defines the belief that 
is held throughout Germany today. It does not 
take invo consideration the original causes of the 
war, but it does face the fact that the Germans 
see extinction awaiting them if they fail in their 
war. : 

I asked a Russian prisoner of more than the 
average intelligence and cleanliness (the last is 
unusual) why his country fought. 

“Austria killed Servia's King and Princess and 
wanted to swallow up Servia. The Serbs are our 
brothers, so we are fighting for them. Germany 
is backing Austria because she hopes to. swallow 
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Von Moltke’s headquarters, the dispatches may 
be claimed—if they are not “spiked.” But it 
must be said that there is always the chance to 
argue the question out with one of the board of 
censors. In London and Paris the censors work 
with the inscrutibility of providence—you send 
your stuff to them and cross your thumbs in the 
hope that it will get by. You never know until 
you hear that it has been published—or it hasn't. 

Almost all the German Red Cross atteridants 
are armed. The Russians are, too. None of the 
French or English Red Cross forces are. It would 
scem to be a dangerous practice, arming men who 
are professedly noncombatants, 

The most prominent surgeons and physicians in 
Germany are wearing the army gray in the field 
at the base hospitals.

The Municipal Assembly is about to hire a law- 
yer to revise the municipal code in harmony with 
the provisions of the new city charter. We share 
the Civic League’s belief that if this work shall 
be done solely with an eye to the law, ignoring 
opportunities to promote administrative efficiency 
and economy—and how should a lawyer know 
anything of these matters so far outside his pro- 
fessional ken ?—the result will be a code admira- 
bly adapted to the use of lawyers, but less valua- 
ble than it otherwise might have been as a factor 
in good government. 

So, while sympathizing with the gentlemen at 
the city hall who feel that they know all that 
needs to be known, we venture to suggest to the. 
Civic League that it can still serve the public 
welfare by watching closely the progress of code 
revision, and by enlisting public sentiment for 
interpretations of moot points that seem likely to 
help the taxpayers get more service for their 
money. 

We are not prepared to indorse the statement, 
attributed to a former City Comrtroller, that the 
introduction of 4 modern business system in all 
departments of the city government would save 
the taxpayers $1,000,000 a year, but we feel reas- 
onably sure the strict application of a proved 
efficiency syetem would eliminate a good many 
superfluous political employes and save tax- 
payers far more in a single year than the cost 
of applying it.

They are ready to admit the won- 
derful progress of science in explaining the phe 
nomena of existence. They have witnessed the 
advance of scientific investigation to the border- 
land between the finite and the infinite. But has 
Sir Oliver Lodge or any other man really ctossed 
the line? The scientific explorer who fathortis 
the fature to the extent of bringing a message 
of undoubted credibility from that undiscovered 
country from which no traveler returns will 
revolutionize mankind’s attitude toward life.

MINNESOTA WAGE LAW. 


New York Evening Post: The check which 
the Minniesota minimum wage act has received 
in being held unconstitutional by an inferior court 
is chiefly significant as showing how little the 
tribunals of one State are affected by the, decis- 
fons of another. Minnesota has one of the mild- 
est of the laws which were passed by seven states 
in 1913; Oregon has one of the most radical; yet 
six months after the Oregon law is held constitu- 
tional, a Judge declares the more cautious measure 
invalid. The act would have granted a board of 
commissioners power merely to fix the wages of 
all women and of all minors. No authority was 
given it over hours or conditions of work, al- 
though Massachusetts, by a law passed before 
1913 and upheld in the Federal Supreme Court, 
has regulated both. Yet this is apparently thought 
to be beyond the police power of Minnesota. Ap- 
peal to the State Supreme Court will determine 
if the interpretation of such laws is really differ- 
ent in Oregon and in Minnesota.

The Boatmen’s Bank has occupied 
quarters at Fourth and Pine streets 
since the destruction of the M. A. C. 
building by fire last March. Edwards 
Whitaker, president, and the Board

Its last state- 
ment showed a capital of $2,000,000, all 
paid in, surplus earned $1,000,000, and 
undivided profits of $339,736.

Medical History Society Will 
Have Other Rare Volumes 
« at Jefferson Memorial. 


Perhaps the most interesting collection 
of medical memoirs, histories and relics 
¢ver assembied in the Middle West will 
be thrown open to the public at the 
Jefferson Memoroal next Wednesday. 
The exhibit has been collected by’ the 
St. Lotiis Medical History Club and 
includes not only matters of historical 
‘interest to the profession in this part 
of the world, but also some rare old 
works of value to wiedical historians 
®eneraliy. The exhibit will remain at 
the memorial for two weeks and will be 
open to the public daily from 10 a. m. to 
6 p. m. 

Of direct interest to St. Lowisans will 
be gleanings from the archives of St. 
Louis and Washington Universities. 8t. 
Louls University will furnish an auto- 
graph letter from Dr. Moses L. Linton 
to Secretary Carroll, Gated April 24, 1842, 


from Dr. William Beaumont, dated Oct. 
6, 1836, accepting the chair of surgery, 
subject to the approval of the Surgeon- 
General of the United States Army. 
Other documents of interest from the 
Jesuit school are a petition to the State 
Tegisiature for financial assistance for 
the medical department, presented in 
1838; an autograph letter from Dr. Daniel 
Brainard (founder of Rush Medical Col- 
lege, Chicago University), accepting the 
@hair of anatomy; an autograph letter 


from William Greenleaf Pot (founder. 


and fret president of Washington Uni- 
versity). accepting appointment as trus- 
tee for the medical department, and 
other autograph lettera 

Washington Untversity contributes 
portraits of Drs. Beaumont, John T.

McDowell, Gustave Baumgarten, 
Robert Luedeking and many valuable 
books. The Missouri! Medical College 
of St. Loulg contributes portraits of 
Drs.

reserved for Mr. Converse. He sent his 
best wishes for the success of the con- 
cert, however, and expressed regret 
he could not be here. 

The sale of tickets for the concert 
has been progressing rapidly and a 
large attendance is expected. Three 
ticket offices have been established— 
at the Famous and Barr Co., the Grand- 
Leader and at the Wabash ticket office, 
Bighth and Olive streets, where an 
Information Bureau also was estab- 
lished to answer the questions of all 
who did not understand the purposes of’ 
the society and what the concerts were 
for. 

A last rehearsa) was held Friday night, 
with full orchestra, at the recital hall 
of the Odeon. Director Frederick Fisch- 
er announced himself as pleased. with 
the work of the more than 200 voices. 
Their oratoric work was very effective. 
He believes the concert will be one of 
the biggest musical events Of the year 
in St. Louis. 

The entire Symphony Orchestra will 
participate in the concert‘and will play 
“The March of the Pioneers."” Max 
Zach, conductor, has taken great inter- 
est in the chorus and was one of the 
original guarantors of tne fund: “The 
March of the Pioneers’ is by E. R. 
Kroeger of St. Louis. 

In addition to the program by the cho- 
rus and the numbers by the Symphony 
Orchestra, Miss Stella de Mette, a St. 
Louis girl, has been engaged as soloist. 
Miss de Mette has a beautiful mezzo 
soprano and won much fame abroad in 
grand opera, her greatest triumph being 
in Italy. 

Musical St. Louis, it is believed, will 
throng the Odeon the night of the con- 
cert. It is the purpose of the society to 
make the chorus a@ permanent institu- 
tion. The same’ public-spirited men who 
sponsored the Pageant and Masque last 
spring are back of the chorus. They 
hope to perpetuate the largest mixed 
civic chorus in existence, one that can 
be called upon for municipal celebra- 
tions any time. ~ 

The executive committee is composed 
of John H. Gundlach, John C. Roberts, 
F. B. Eisman, D. I. Meier, Samuel P. 
Godard, Frederick Fischer, H. D. Con- 
die, Emil N. Tolkacz, John R. Williams,

There is no private profit to accrue 
from the concert, The revenue from the 
sale of tickets will go toward the sup- 
port of the chorus as a civic institu- 
tion. The prices of tickets were made 
as low as possible, seasoy tickets for 
the three concerts being sold at $4 for 
parquet, $8, $2.25 and $1.50 for balcony 
seats.

DIPHTHERIA EPIDEMIC 


GRADUALLY IS ABATING J 


Health Officers Are Making Can- 
vass of Cases Where Anti- 


toxin Was Used. 

There were nine deaths from diph- 
theria in St. Louis in the week just 
closed, as against 20 the preceding week. 
The number of new cases which de- 
veloped was 1365 as against the previous 
week's 167. 

Health department officials” are mak- 
ing @ Canvass to determine in what per- 
centage of recent fatal cases antitoxin 
was promptly and properly adminis- 
tered. There is no way in which a phy- 
sician can be forced to use antitoxin 
if he does not believe ft to be the best 
remedy, but the canvass being made is 
part of an educational program through 
which the health department hopes to 
convince physicians and parents that 
antitoxin is the surest cure. 

Through the investigation also the 

health department hopes to learn 
whether any of the deaths werg due to 
the fact that parents did not know free 
antitoxin could be obtained from the 
city or whether In some instances pa- 
rents were too proud to apply for it, 
although too poor to buy it. 
» Where it is found that physicians have 
waited too long before administering the 
antitoxin treatment, they will be ad- 
monished to act more promptly in future 
cases.

BY WIRELESS 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2%—The Lacka- 
wanna Railroad has determined to op- 
jerate all its trains between _Hoboken 
and Buffalo by wireless and to main- 
-tain the regular telegraph system only 
for use in ency between these 
points. The perfection of the wireless 
and its’ cheapness in operation, when 
compared to the old wire system, made 
j its adoption practical. 

Government experts inspected the new 
wireless station at Hoboken yesterday 
and retuned the instrument so as not 
to interfere with the wireless station in 
the navy yard, concerning which the 
Government had made complaint. 

Lackawanna officials agree that the 
wireless, in addition to reducing the 
cost of maintenance, will insure service 
at all times of the year. The metal 
towers in Hoboken and Buffalo are 
constructed to withstand all storms. 

A test of wireless on running Lacka-

Relief Workers Say There Is 
Danger. of .People Attacking 
German Supply Stores.

LONDON; Nov. 28.—There is im- 
minent danger that made desperate 
by hunger, the Belgians in some dis- 


tricts will attack the Germans in anh 
effort to obtain food, according to a 
report received today by Herbert C. 
Hoover, chairman of the American 
Relief Commission, from a special 
commission doing relief work in 
Masstricht, Holland: The commis- 
sioner cites @ statement made by «a 
refugee, which was confirmed by 
others, in which the Belgian says: 
“In Berchem (two miles southeast 
of Antwerp) and the neighboring vil- 
lages there has béen for sometime no 
food available except what was got 
through the commission. At Ber-. 
chem the Germans stored the food 
they had seized at Antwerp and 
which they stated was being sent to 
Brussels. Consequently the people, 
while starving, see quantities of food 
within reach. Meetings are being 
held nightly, where the chances of 
success in attacking the German 
garrison and taking possession of the 
food are seriously discussed.” 

In the suburbs of Antwerp, the com- 
missioner’s report says, refugees de- 
clared there was virtually a food 
famine. The inhabitants were de-

New York Farmer Complains He 
Paid. $1 for Involved Method 
of Rodent-Killing. | 


CHICAGO, Nov, 28.—-Expressing 
dissatisfaction over @ method of éx- 
terminating rats for Which he paid 
$1, MartiiB Walsh, a farmer near 
Greenwich, N. Y., wrote a letter to 
Unitéd States District Attorney Charles 
FS Clyne of Cook County, complaining 


jabout alleged fraudulent use of the 


mails. 

Walsh said he answered an adver- 
tisemnent and enclosed $1 and received 
the following instructions on how to 
rid his farm of rats: 

“Catch a turtle, bore a hole in the 
shell and attach a long wire in the 
hole. At one.end of the wire place 
some cotton saturated with kerosene. 
Place the turtle head forward in the 
hole you believe infested by rodents 
and ignite the cotton. The turtle will 
crawl into the hole to escape the 
Nght and any animal in the hole will 
run. If they remain the turtle will 
bite them to death.” 

Walsh wrote that to begin with 
he was unable to catch a turtle.

Special Stamp Dues Must Be 
Paid Tomorrow to: Escape 
Heavy Penalty. 


Contributions from the St. Louis in- 
ternal revenue district to the special war 
tax, levied by Congress last month, will 
exceed §2,500,000 before the act expires 
Dec. 31, 1916, George H. Moore, Collector 
of Internal Revenue, said last night. 

The force under Collector Moore has 


worked 16 hours daily, inciuding Sun- 
days and Thanksgiving day, to collect 


$186,973.10 of the war tax in the last two 
weeks. More than 200 taxpayers have 


been in line at the Collector’s window 
at the close of business some days, and 
it has become necessary to advise that 
remittances be sent by money order, cer- 
tified check. or draft through the mail. 

St. Louls breweries will pay about §$2,- 
0,000 of the war tax, Moore estimai- 
ed, and about $500,000 is expected from 
the sale of stamps to manufacturers of 
wine, cigars, cigarettes, other tobacco 
products, proprietary articles and °6n 
documents, telephone and telegraph 
Inessages, surety bonds, brokers’ licensés 
of various kinds, ingurarce ‘policier, 
Pullman berths and transportation tic'x- 
ets to foreign lands. 

The special war tax became due at 
midnight Oct. 22, except where otherwise 
provided in the act, and all. those sub- 
ject to it must make returns and pay- 
ment before Dec. 1, or they will be lia- 
ble to a fine of 3500, imprisonment for 
six months, and an additional penalty 
of 50 per cent of. the tax due, Moore 
Rays. 

Phone and Wire Messages Assesned 

The tax on telephone and telegraph 
pinessages, 1 cent .on each message for 


‘}wWhieth the regular charge is 15 cents or 


more; is due after Dec. 1, under a rul- 
ing of the department. Telephone and 
telegraph coffipanies are given % day» 
from the end of each month in which to 
report the number of such messages and 
tu pay over the spetial tax on them. The 
companies are authorized to charge the 
special penny tax against ‘the party 
who pays the bill for the méssage, thus 
acting as a eollector for the Govern- 
ment. 

Beer and othér fermented NMauors 
are subject tothe war tax from and 
after Oct. 23, many arti®les are not 
subject to the tax until Nov. i and 
Dec. 1, The spécial.tax-on all sub- 
jects enumerated Wilt expire Dec. $1, 
1916, about 14: months after the act 
became effective, and thé tax on fer- 
ménted liquors that éxisted before the 
Special act was enacted, will be in 
force on and after Jan. 1, 1916. 

The tax oh beer was increased from 
$1 a barrel to $1.50 a batrel. The col- 
lections at St, Louis in. the fiiscal year 
ending Juné 380, 1914,. amounted to 
$3,536,070. On this basis, the in. 
increase in taxation on beer at s&. 
Louis, from Oct. 23; 1914, until Dee. 
$i, 19165, will. be approximately  $i,- 
961,000. 

Payments By Mall Acceptable. 

At 7 oclock last night Collector 
Moore said the totel colléctions 
amounted to $186,973.10, of which 
$165,936.50 wae paid on beér, and $31,- 
973.66 on other articles and occupa- 
tions. 

The war tax so far collected, aside 
from the beer tax, follows: 

Documentary stamps, .$14,673; pro- 
prietary articles, $3563 ; tobacco, 
Cigars and cigarettes, $4650; wine, 
$6383; brokers, $220; pawn brokers, 
$233; commercial brokers, $1000; 
theaters, $300. 

The internal revenue officé in the 
Federal Building will be open te- 
morrow from 9 a. m. until 2 p. m, 
for window collections, as usual. Re- 
Mittances by mail that are sent by 
tomorrow will amBwer as well as pay- 
ments at the window. 

The St. Louis revenue district is 
exeeeded by few™in the country in 
amount. of collections. It comprises 
the city of St. Louls and 52 counties 
in the eastern part of the State, from 
the Iowa to the Arkansas line. The 
total collections In the district for the 
last fiscal year were $11,343,711.21. The 
collectiona at Kansas City, from the 
western half of the State, the pre- 
vious fiscal year, were $1,864,823.

It was stated that Sir Roger recently 
visited New York, where he got in 
communication with Ambassador von 
Bernstorff, at whose suggestion he made } 
the trip to Berlin to get assurance of 
Germany’s benevolent. intentions toward 
Ireland. 

In Ireland, Sir Roger’s mission and 
consequent declaration from Wilhelm- 
straase have covered the Sinn Feiners 
with ridicule, It is asked whether Sir 
Roger’s action in conspiring with the 
fenemy is not treasonable, and Ulster To- 
ries, anxious to score a party point 
against the former supporter of home 


rule, are. trying to press the Govern- 


ment to prosecute Sir Roger, if he re- 
turns here. If he is prosecuted, it !s 
hinted, it will not be for treason.

this letter contained. Today, after 4 
years, we have all seen its realization. 
Had triumphant Germany not snatched 
from France Alsace and Lorraine she 
would be equally rich and strong. In- 
stead of being forced to wrestle against 
a European coalition she would very 
probably be the mainspring of a F'ranco- 
Russo-German alliance directed against 
England; and she would, perhaps, have 
already led Europe to a partition of the 
British Empire. 
England and France, 

Indeed, up to % years ago, England 
had been the rival of France and Rus- 
sia; that is, the Power that had opposed 
with every available means their ex- 
pansion in the world, in the sate way in 
which, for the past years, she pre- 
vented Germany fr securing a domi- 
nating position, both economically and 
politically, in the world. On the other 
hand, France, in the last 20 years, has 
no longer been in direct competition with 
either German or English interests, ow- 
ing to the slow increase of her popula- 
tion, and has instead specialized in a 
certain number of industries appealing 
to the wealthy classes, preferring at the 
same time to. represent, in her commer- 
elal enterprises, the principle of quality 
‘ae opposed to that of quantity. Thus 
France had become free to ally herself 
with either Russia or England, in the 
same way that Russia, being rather an 
agricultural than an industrial empire, 
was a good client of both German and 
English industries. 

An alliance of Germany, Russia and 
Prance against England would therefore 
have been logical. Would England have 
been in a position to defend herself 
against such a formidable coalition? It 
does not appear probable. But the an- 
nexation of Alsace and Lorraine saved 
once more the British Empire, perhaps 
for another century or two. As Oliver 
had predicted, France could not forget. 

The fear of the revenge which France 
would one day or another seek pushed 
Germany into the arms of Austria; the 
Austro-German alliance forced Russia 
to seek France's support. On her part. 
England ably profited by the hatred

(The Noted Italian Historian.) 
EVERAL weeks ago the Figaro printed a letter written in October, 1870, 


by Emile Oliver, the last Minister of Napoleon LI, to Wilhelm I, 
King of Prussia. The second empire had already fallen at Sedan, 
and the Prussians were then besieging Paris. 

Emile Oliver was on his way to Italy in voluntary exile, and from his 
place of refuge he wrote to the King of Prussia, exhorting ‘him to be generous, 
as becomes a« victor, and refrain from annexing any part of the French terri- 
tory. He added that should he abstain from’ mutilating France the latter 
would soon forget the war and reconcile herself with her former rival. Should 
he decide. otherwise, hatred would be the everlasting torment of France, and 
the futire generation would witness the ‘‘alliance af the Latins with the 


man empires had aroused itn Russia, 
reconciled herself with her two former 
Tivals, and laid the foundation of the 
formidable coalition of the Leopard, the 
White Bear and the Cock, to which 
sooner or later Germany and Austria 
must yield. 
Due te National Passion. 

What are, then, the two provinces 
which have changed the history of 
Europe and the whole world, and which 
have again kindled the torch of war in 
the heart of old Europe? Are they, 
perchance, a slice of paradise, some- 
thing belonging to the world of legends 
and dropped squarely in the middle of 
Europe? No; they are undoubtedly two 
fertile provinces, very rich in historical 
associations, but not more so than many 
other European territories which for 
many’ centuries have thriven in peace 
and obscurity without causing any war 
between nations. Why, then, has a dif- 
ferent lot befallen these two fatal 
provinces? 

Because nations, like individuals, have 
their passions, their hatreds and their 
eceentricities, and to these they sacri- 
fice even their material interests, their 
money and their existence. He who 
observes Europe and America may at 
first sight believe that their inhabitants 
are solely intent on looking after their 
material affairs, but this is a mistake. 
Every one of these peoples is actuated 
by different, deeply-rooted passions 
which governments must take into due 
consideration, be they just or unjust. 
Unfortunately for Europe, and perhaps 
for the whole world and civilization it- 
self, it has so happened that two pow- 
erful nations should both be determined, 
for various reasons, to retain these two 
provinces at any cost, even at the price 
of rivers of blood. 

I have sajd “various reasens.”’ France 
has never grown reconciled to the loss 
of Alsace and Lorraine, because she has 
always considered them as indispensa- 
ble te the proper balance of her na- 
tional life. We must never forget, if 
we want to understand the history of 
Europe, that France is a country dif- 
ferent from every other country of Eu- 
rope, as it consists of a synthesis of 
conflicting elements. 

France's Delicate Balance. 

France is neither a, wholly. northern 
nor a wholly southern country; it is 
neither entirely Germanic nor entirely 
Latin; it is neither completely indus- 
trial nor completely agricultural; it is 
not thoroughly Catholic nor thoroughly 
Protestant, not a conservative nor a’ 
revolutionary: country, It combines 
northern and southern climates, Ger- 
raanic blood, traditions and tendencies 
with Latin blood, traditions and ten- 
dencies, industry and agriculture, Ca- 
tholicism and Protestantism, revolution- 
ary spirit and a veneration for tradi- 
tions. Nor does France only combine 
these conflicting elements, but she 
actually attempts to blend them in a 
sort of superior synthesis. The tragic 
Krandeur of the history of France is 
due to her titanic efforts to harmonize 
these elements, never completely real- 
jsed, representing a permanent source 
of delusion and wonderful triumphs. 

Now, in the play of these conflicting 
elements, Alsace and Lorraine repre- 
sented the indispensable Germanic bal- 
ance necessary to equilibriate Provence 
and the southern provinces. Of Alsace 
it has been stated that she is undoubt- 
ediy German, and that France has no 
right te own her. But on the other 
hand, France is determined to have her 
for that very reason, because it would 
provide to the great Frenoh family a 
population endowed with the peculiar 
qualities of the Germans, namely, calm, 
patience, deliberation and perseverance: 
thus modifying the spiritedness and the 
rather superficial, rashness of her 
southern population. 

Sinee 1870, France has felt that with 
the loss of Alsace she no longer pos- 
sessed her national integrity, that she 
had been deprived not only of a slice 
of her territory, but had lost an almost 
vital organ, And this explains why 
she has not been able to forget her two 
little provinces, although she has con- 
quered an ftmmense African — 

German People 

But what were the ‘feaeons that 
prompted the Germans to annex at any 
cost these two provinces, thus prevent- 
ing themselves for 4 years from en- 
joying in peace the fruits reaped in 
1890? The question has been long de- 
bated, but even today we are ignorant 
of who was responsible for this ill- 
advined step, Some writers imputed it 
to Bismarck, who, as far back as 1848. 
when he was a rather obscure journa!-

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ENGLISH AGDEPT 


HEAVY WAR TAX 
WITHOUT MURMUR 


In Normal Times Lloyd-George’s 
Latest Budget Would Have 
Caused Revolution. 


CENT ON GLASS OF BEER 


Six Cents a Pound Is Also Put 
on Tea to Reach the 
Teétotallers. 


Correspondence of the Associate1 Press 
LONDON, Nov. 2.—England is ac- 
cepting its new burden of taxation with 
a stoicism which could only be bred of 
War conditions. In normal times the 
announcement of David Lloyd-George’s 
latest budget would have caused a 
storm which would have overthrown the 
strongest gevernment, and probably ten 
years of cautious advance could not 


have prepared the people for such rad- | 


ical increase. 

Even the half-penny tax on a glass of 
beer would likely have caused the death 
of half a dozen governments and the 
doubling of the income tax would have 
met with the fiercest opposition. 

But war changes all things. Not the 
least astonishing thing is the plan 
proposed by Arthur Henderson, labor 
leader in the House of Commons, and 
acquiesced ‘n by the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer that working men’s 
Wages be taxed to replace _ indirect 
taxes, such as the tea and sugar duties, 
which now fall so heavily and unevenly 
on the working class. 

An inecme tax on wages and the free 
breakfast table has long been a battle 
cry of tax reformers. but sucha prop- 
osition would scarcely have been seri- 
ously proposed in the House of Com- 
mons in normal times. In his discus- 
sion of the beer tax, Lloyd-George ex- 
plained that retail liquor dealers would 
be authorized ta charge 1 cent more 
for each -half pint of beer. The addi- 
tional liquor tax on beer by the barrel 
is $4.11. At the rate of 1 cent additional 
on each glass the retailers will realize 
$5.76 on each barrel of beer, leaving a 
margin of $1.65 to be adjusted between 
brewers and public house keepers. 

Six cents a pound is the tax im- 
posed on tea to reach the teetotalers 
net affected by taxes on alcoholics. In 
explanation of this tax Mr. Lloyd- 
George caid taxes on mineral waters 
and soda waters would not have reached 
teetotalers, as whisky drinkers consume 
most of the mineral and soda water as 
well. Additional taxes on wines would 
have affected adversely the income of 
the allies and stirred up political. and 
diplomatic arguments not desirable at 
this time. Consequently tea was chosen 
as an article which could bear the bur- 
den without working particular hard- 
ships on any one class of persons. 

Most of the poorer families in England 
buy their tea by the quarter pound and 
the additional price that dealers will 
charge per quarter pound is a matter 
of much discussion. Some officials say 
the tax might a3 well have been fixed at 
8 cents a pound, as dealers will inevi- 
tably add 2 cents to the price of each 
quarter pound. 

It is estimated by Lloyd-George that 
between now and April 1 of next year, 
the end of the present fiscal; year, the 
additional beer tax will produce $10,- 
250,000, while the tea will yield $4,750,000.

Shows German Strategy In- 
ferior in 1870 Campaign.

Cold, damp weather in fall or winter 
furnishes the most favorable conditions 
for roup in « ilock, A neglected cold 
in a fowl is one of :the surest ways of 
introducing roup into a flock. Very fre- 
quently a cold is mistaken for roup. 
Some birds are more subject to the ice 
than others, notably a rundown flock, 
low in vitality, or birds from stoek that 
had the disease in a severe form. Birds 
in close quarters, with filthy surround- 
ings, also are much more apt to con- 
tract the ailment than flocks kept in 
roomy, sanitary pens or houses. 

‘To doctor a roupy birt ig at best a 
procedure of doubtful results. The dis- 
ease must be taken in hand in the early 
stages if cures are to be hoped for. 
Usually the first symptom is a discharge 
at the nose. This thickens es the dis- 
éase progresses, and then the eyes be- 
come watery and awell-up. The birds 
sometimes go entirely blind. In the last 
stages there may be diarrhea.

The Hamburgs originated in Holland. 
There are six standard varieties of this 
breed of fowls—the Golden Spangled, 
Silver Spangled, Golden Penciled, Silver 
Penciled, White and Black. The Silver 
Spangled variety is the most popular in 
this country. All the Hamburgs are 
strikingly beautiful. By some the fe- 
male of the Golden Penciled variety is 
thought to be the most beautiful of all 
standard fowls. The Hamburgs. are dis- 
tinctive in type. All the varieties are 
alike in shape, the only difference being 
in color, 

Hamburgs are small, being somewhat 
smaller than Leghorns. They are as 
gmall as any of our standard fowls ex- 
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very first thing to do is to isolate the 
alling birds. Then thoroughly 4isinfect 
the quarters where these birds have 
been kept, including water vessels and 
feed dishes, which should be well scaid- 
ed with boiling water. A little perman- 
ganate of potash in the «inking Wa- 
ter, just enough to turn it a wine color, 
ie a precautionary measure for the 
healthy. birds. | ‘ 

A constant watch should be kept to 
see that no more birds contract the dis- 
ease. Very frequently one can locate a 
sick bird by going into the house at 
night and Istening for the labored 
breathing common to roupy birds. Doo- 
toring for roup is very uncertain. A 
swab of cotton tied to the end of a 
stick, and soaked. with hydrogen per- 
oxide, is beneficial. Head and eyes also 
should be bathed In a solution of one 
part of the chemical to five parts water. 
Also drop some of this solution into 
the nostrils with a medicine dropper. 
iif there are sores on the head wash 
them off, together with the discharge 
from the nostrils, with a 2 per cent solu- 
tion of carbolic acid. After these treat- 
ments the alling birds should have some 
stimulant in the food, such as ginger or 


pepper. 
The foregoing remedies are intended 
more for the lighter forms of the dis- 
oe although. a cure may sometimes be 
effected im a sévere case. But when 
the diphtheretic form of the disease has 
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once taken hold of a bird, a cure is very 
soubtfal 


This form of the disease may be rec- 


ognized by the offensive odor from the 
affected 


parts about the head, mouth 
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and eyes. Even though a cure should 
feeemingly be brought about such a bird 
ought never to be used for breeding 
purposes, because of the tendency to 
‘}transmit the disease te offspring.

The eggs are rather small and the shells 
white. As mature birds they are hardy, 
but as little chicks are not so hardy as 
some other, varieties. The little fellows 
feather out very quickly and this seems 
to be a drag on their vitality, When 
they get past this stage they are strong 
and vigorous. 


in appearance. The eyes are bright and 
bold. The comb is rose in shape and 
quite large for the breed. . It should be 
straight, with a spike at the rear, which 
inclines upward slightly. The wings are 
large. 

The back slopes gradually to the tail. 
The tail is large, full and expanded, and 
is carried quite low, at an angle of 
about @ degrees. A high tall is ‘‘bad.”’ 
The breast is broad and full. The legs 
are of medium length. 

The color of the Silver Spangled va- 
riety is exceedingly beautiful and strik- 
ing. I have never bred them, although 
I owned a few at one time. But I never 
fail to look them over carefully when I 
see them in the showroom. 

The head is white in color. The eyes 
are black or brown, There are, of course, 
the characteristic differences in the col- 
er of the male and female. In general 
éach feather is white, ending in a black 
spangle, the spangle being proportioned 
to the size of the feather. The wing 
bows are white, spangled with black at 
the end. The primaries are white, end- 


ing in black. The coverts ara white, the 


black apangles at the end forming two 
rows of black spangles across the wings. 

The feathers of the back and breast of 
the fernale are white, ending in a beauti- 
ful, symmetrical black spangle. The fe- 
male should show a regular disposition 
of the spangies in all sections. The tail 
feathers of both sexes end in black span- 
gies, which should be clear and symmet- 
rical. The tail feathers should not be 
splotched with a mxture of black and 
white. The male color differs from that 
of the female, especially in the neck and 
back sections. In fact, the male must 
not be “hen feathered.”’ This is a dis- 
qualification. The differences lie chlerry 
In. the elongated appearance of the 
spangles in the longer male feathers of 
hackle and saddle. 

If you want to select a variety for its 
beauty you cannot do better than to 
choose from the Hamburgs. 


How Killing Fowl for 
Eating Affects Meat 


Preparation of 12 to 24 Hours 
Without Food Improves Qual- 


ity of the Flesh. 

Proper killing and dressing of fowls 
has much more to do with the quality 
of the meat than many poultry rais- 
ers realize. When a chicken is wanted 
for dinner, a very common procedure 
is to select one from the flock and then 
run it down, with the ald of boys or 
dogs. Usually this is done just before 
it is prepared for the ‘table. The bird 
kilied in this ‘manner probably has its 
craw full of food, some in the process 
of digestion. It is overheated by the 
chase given it, and there is not éven 
enough time allowed for the animal heat 
to pass off before it is put in the oven 
or kettle. 

By far the better way is to take the 
fowls from the roosts the evening be- 
foré. They should then be kept in a 
coop or smal) pen without feed, but witr 
water to drink. The,meat will be all 
the better if the fowl has had no food 
for 12 to 15 hours before killing, and °4 
hours of starving is still better. It has 
been found that the ferments caused by 
the digestive process have a deteriorat- 
ing effect on the fow!l's flesh. Killing 
and dressing should by all means be 
done early enough so as to allow plen- 


‘tty of time for the carcass to cool off. 


Perhaps the best way to kill a bird 
ie to hang it up by the feet, and, while 
holding back the wings, strike the 

head a sharp blow with a short stick, 
to stun the bird. Then, holding the 
head with the left hand, by the comb | 

or head feathers, stick a sharp-bladed | 
waite into the neck just back of the ear 
lobe. To cut the artery in the throat 
twist the blade when Arawing it out. 
Scalding and plucking should then pro- 
coed immediately, to be followed by

“A show like this is held for the 
same purpose that the state fairs, hor- 
ticultural exhibits, dairy shows, world’s 
fairs and similar exhibitions are held, 
to benefit the industry.

What are the standard weights of Co- 
lumbian Wyandotte cockerels and pul- 
lets?—G, W. M., O'Fallon, Il. 

The standard weights of all Wyan- 
dottes are as follows: Cocks, 8% pounds; 
]cockerels, 7% pounds; hens, 6% pounds; 
pullets, 64% pounds. 


Sealey Legs. 

Some of my @hickens have sore feet 
and legs. The scales rise up and later 
fall off. Are chickens so affected fit to 
eat? They seem healthy otherwise.—L. 
H., Decatur, Il. 

This is scaly leg. It is caused by a 
small parasite. Kerosene is the usual 
remedy. Pull off the scabs that are 
loose, then apply kerosene freely. Re- 
peat every day or two until the legs are 
normal. I suppose one would not notice 
anything wrong when eating such a 
fowl. I shouldn't eat one in this condi- 
tion if I knew it, however. 


Sprouted Grains. 

I have a cockerel six months old that 
weighs only one and,one-fourth pounds. 
It eats well and seems in perfect health 
ahé@ will not grow. What do you think 
is the matter? Are sprouted barley and 
wheat good for chickens? Will you 
please give me a good poultry tonic?— 
Pp. K. L., St. Louts. 

I don't know what is the matter with 
your cocketel, It is doubtless some con: 
stitutional weakness. You ate wasting 
food on such a bird. Yes, sprouted bar- 
ley and wheat are good. Better use 
sprouted oats instead. There are seyv- 
eral good. poultry tonics. A little per- 
manganate of potash in the water, 
enough to color it claret, is good. Sev- 
eral “poultry foods’’ and commercia) 
tonics are good. 


Feather Eating. 

Why do chickens pick the small feath- 
ers from one another and eat them? 
J: A. B., Waverly, Va. 

Feather eating is usually caused. by 
improper feeding, especially by a lack 
of meat. Feed meat meal or meat in 
some form two or three times a week. 
Also supply plenty of grit, oyster shell 
and powdered charcoal. If one or two 
fowls only are guilty remove them from 
the flock. 

; Leg Weakness. 

Some of my spring chickens seem to 
be paralyzed in the legs. When one 
falls down it cannot get up. Some tell 
me they have leg weakness. I also 
have some chickens with lumps in the 
mouth.—Reader, St, Louis. 

It certainly is “leg weakness,”’ but 
what kind of weakness I do not know 
with certainty. ‘‘Leg weakness’ is sim- 
ply.a term used to cover up what we do 
not know. I suppose you have rheuma- 
tism in your flock, caused perhaps by 
damp, insanitary quarters. For birds 
so badly affected as yours, I believe 
there is no cure. I don't know. what 
kind of lumps your bird. has in its 
mouth. If the lumps are white and 
cheesy in appearance, it is canker. See 
treatmerit above. 


Ceockerel for Breeding. 

I get some good information from your 
poultry department. Last spring I 
bought a sitting of R. I. Red eggs and 
set the eggs about May 1. Will the 
cockerels be old enough to use for breed- 
ing next spring, and will it be all right 
to breed him to the pullets from the 
same setting of eggs?—W. B. D., Bar- 
tlesville, Ok. 

Yes, the cockerel will be old enough 
to use for breeding. I suppose you do 
not know whether the cockerel Is close- 
ly related to the pullets. He probably 
is. You would no doubt do better to 
get another male bird,

trouble?. One of my hens has a lump 
about the size of a small marble un- 
der the eye. The color is red, like 
the ear lobes. I first noticed it in 
the spring. I have applied liniment 
and salve, but it is still the same. | 
She seems perfectly healthy. Would 
this disqualify at a show?—A Sub- 
scriber, Staunton, Til. 

A.—The white on comb and head ts 
sometimes called “white face.” It is, 
I think, caused by a disorder in the 
blood. It is, I have found, quite often 
a forerunner of chicken pox, and 1 
think has a similat cause. Keep the 
birds 'in as good condition as possi- 
ble. Physic twice a week with epsom 
salt. Put the salt in water to be 
used in making a wet mash, about a 
heaping teaspoonful to five bowls. 
Rub carbolated vaseline on the head 
parts very lightly évery other day 
two or three times. It, is quite com- 
mon for the ear lobes to become pale 
in the showroom. It was probably 
caused by the heated condition of the 
room. The lump is an od@ one. I 
cannot tell whether it is natural to 
the bird or whether it-was caused by 
an injury. I am inclined to think it 
was always there, a sort of “birth 
mark.” If it is not increasing in size 
it probably will not hurt the hen. 
It would not disqualify tn the show- 
room, though if it is unsightly the 
judge would probably not allow the 
hen to win in strong competition. 


Birds put in the show room with dirty 
plumage or legs are pretty sure to get 
scant attention fzom the judge,

British Control of Sea Does Not 
Prevent Scarcity of Needed 
Supplies. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 
LONDON, Nov. 28.—-Despite Great 
Britain's command of the seas, the cost 
of living here, after four months of war, 


is steadily advancing, and the outlook 
is mast unfavorable for a return of 
normal prices, as the increase affects 
most foodstuffs. At the beginning of the 
war the public became panicky and pur- 
chased food in such quantities that 
prices took a skyward leap, but. {ater, 
when fears of a food shortage Jdisap- 
peared, there was a return to the lover 
level in many instances, 


The scarcity of tonnage and the gen- 
eral disturbance of normal trade ava- 
nues has caused prices to rise again, 
and now they show no tendency to re- 
turn downward. Flour now brings §8.75 
to $9.25 for a sack of 280 pounds, against 
36.25 to $6.50 last year. 

Butter is 2% to 50 cents higher for most 
qualities, while Danish and Russian 
kas gone up from $2.50 to $3.75 a hundred- 
weight, compared with last year. Eggs 
cost $6 to $6.25 a case, against $5 to $5.60 
last year. 

Ham has increased and North Caro- 
lina rice has gone up a third in price, 
compared with last year. Sugar is 
higher, because the Government laid in 
a big supply at.the time of the food 
panic. 


High Prices Affect German Food Sup- 
plies, Except Some Meats. 
Correspondence of the Associated Press, 

BERLIN, Nov. 12.—In the last few 
days a sharp general rise in food prices 
has set in, embracing practically every- 
thing to eat except meats, which, owing 
to Germany’s unusually large stock of 
swine, have risen but little, and in some 
cases not at all. 

Vegetables have practically disap- 
peared from the market. Beans are 
scarce and hulled peas are not to be had. 
Prices of peas and lentils have risen 
from 7 cents, the price before the war, 
to 15 cents, and it i& predicted that they 
will shortly cost much more. The Gov- 
ernment recently confiscated all cof- 
fee held at Hamburg by English ware- 
houses, but even with this the supply 
is running short and prices have in- 
creased markedly. Fresh oranges or 
lemons are rarely to be had, there are 
no bananas and pineapples, except the 
canned stock, and with the entrance of 
Turkey info the war the supply of dates 
and figs probably will be cut off. 

Cold storage stocks of eggs have been 
greatly reduced and soon there will be 
none to be had. 

Potatoes have reached prices which 
are a hardship to the poorer classes, for 
which they form the chief article of 
food. A year ago they cost 0 cents 
for 110 pounds. Today the price is $1.3. 
Great quantities of potatoes must also 
be devoted to the production of dena- 
tured spirits, to take the place of gaso- 
line, which has disappeared from the 
markét bécause of the army’s needs. 

The rise in grain prices was such that, 
as has been reported, the Federa} Coun- 
cil was obliged to set a limit to them. 
The prices thus fixed, however, are 
high. They are: Wheat, $1.69 per bush- 
el (it Has reached $1.71): barley, $1.62; 
rye, $1.44. 

More than 300,000 prisoners of war in 
Germany must be fed, in addition to the 
regular population. In Bast Prussia, 
“the granary of Germany,” the crops on 
thousands of acres have bee#aid waste 
by the invading Russians, who came 
just when the farmers were preparing 
to sow their winter crops of wheat anJ 
rye or to harvest the autumn crops¢. 


Notwithstanding all this, there is no 
fear that Germany can be starved out. 
The men in responsible places. nave, 
however, felt themselves impelled to 
warn people that there must be no waste 
of foodstuffs. The Federal Council has 
decreed that a certain percentage of 
rye flour must be .mixed with wheat 
bread and potato flour, or potatoes in 
other forms with rye bread. in the 
province of Brandenburg, dnd in cer- 
tain other places, restaurant keepers 
have been advised not to furnish bread 
free withmeals, but to make a charge 
for it, -to prevent waste. White read 
may not be placed up the table in UDa- 
varia, unless specially demanded vb» 
guests.

In support of this opinion he 
adduces a number of inter- 
esting instances in which he

On the loss of the Titanic 
says the writer, there is one 
perfectly attested premoni- 
tion. On March 23, 1912, the 
Hon, J. Cannon Middleton 
booked a passage on the ill- 
fated ship, which was an- 
nounced to sail on April 10 
About the end of March he 
dreamed that he saw her 
floating keel upward, her 
passengers and crew swim- 
ming around her. The same 
dream was repeated the fol- 
lowing night. Though feel 


ing very uneasy, he took n+ 
action and told no one; but 
on April 4 he received a ca e suggestf*ng, for business 
reasons, that he postpone his journey... He consequently 
canceled his ticket and then related his dream-to his 
wife and three friends, all of whom testify to his having 
done so. 

There is another story of an officer, whe, looking at 
a picture ‘of the Titanic in an ‘illustrated paper: after 
she had sailed, was struck with sudden presentiment 
of disaster so vivid that he immediately wrote a letter 
on the subject to the White Stai’ company. 

As to the foundering of the Emrress of Ireland, a still 
more remarkable story is told. It is said that the 
nephew of a Canadian business man went, about a vear 
before the wreck, to consult a clairvoyant in London. 
In the middle of the consultation she said: ‘Here | 
get something strange—it does not refer to you, but to 
someone nearly connected with you. I see a great ship 
lying on its side in the water, and your friend, with 
many other people, walking on its side, over the port- 
holes, as thought it were the deck.” 

Something led the nephew to connect this vision with 
his uncle, and he wrote giving him an account of the 
affair, in a letter still said to exist. The uncle, with 
his wife, embarked on the Empress of Ireland, and re- 
membered nothing of the incident until he found him- 
self actually walking on the level side of the sinking 
ship. His wife was lost; he was saved. 

A circumstantially attested prevision of the Messina 
earthquake was reported to the Italian Academy of 
Medicine by Dr. Santi, a nerve specialist in Rome. It 
is said that on Dec. 2, 1908, a lady of the Roman aris- 
tocracy, subject to neurasthenia and hysteria, sent for 
Dr. Santi and-told him she had had a dream-vision of 
Messina destroyed “by land and sea.” She declared 
the catastrophe would occur on Dec. 8, 18 or 28. 

This warning she wrote down and begged the physi- 
cian to forward it to the King of Italy, to induce him to 
order the evacuation of Messina. Dr. Santi, regarding 
the warning as a mere aberration, did not send the 
letter to the King. 

On Dec. 7, 17 and 27 the patient’s hysteria returned, 
to disappear only when her prediction was actually re- 
alized on the fatal Dec. 28. 

-& curious prediction of the tsilvainbtent of the tele- 
phone 10 years before it occurred and of. the enlarge- 
ment ofeterritory which-went to Servia after the Balkan 
war, is related, says Archer, in a book written by M. 
Mijatovich, former Servian Minister to-Engiand, en- 
titled “A Royal Tragedy.” He represents a Servian 
peasant seer as saying, in 1868: 

“The xine, sitting. in Belgrade, will converse “with the 
prefects of Ujitza,, Negotin, Losnitza, Nish; Pirot’ and 
Vranja.” 

The officer who was writing down his statements 
looked at him in surprise, and said: “Nish, Pirot and 
Vranja are not in Servia, but in Turkey.” 

“They are now in Turkey; but then they will be in 
Servia,” answered the peasant. —

The ingenious Mr. Goodwin even philos- 
ophizes on matrimony to the extent of draw- 
ing .a conclusion—a moral, as it were. In 
spite of his observations upon the beauty, 
culture and intellect of the numerous Mrs. 
Goodwins he draws (page 278) this con- 
clusion: “A man of genius, if he marries 
at all, should marry a peasant.” Nobody, 
not even the author, denies that Mr. Good- 
win is a genius. 

Goodwin's first marriage was to Eliza 
Weathersby at New Rochelle, N. Y., June 
24, 1877. Thoroughout the book the author 

refers to her with words of esteem and affec- 

tion. She is described as “the wife who mother- 

ed me.” They met when cast in the same pro- 

ff duction of Rice & Goodwin's “Evangeline.” Eliza 

Weathersby “was in her early days one of the most 

famous beauties of the burlesque stage, was a clever 

player and a woman of the highest character. They 

played together for more than ten years, until Mrs. Good- 
win’s death. Nat says of her: 


I was only a stripling when I married this veautiful creature. Moreover, 
I was unreliable and, I confess,-unappreciative of what the fates Nad been so 
kind as to bestow upon me. Many have accused me of “wanton neglect.” 
I may have neglected her, but énly for the companionship of men. She never 
complained, and jJuring the 10 years of our happy married life there was never 
one discordant note. She was 10 years my senior and treated me.more like 
a son than a husband; but, like the traunt boy who runs away from school now 
and then, I was always glad to return and seek the forgiveness that an in- 
dulgent mother always gives a wayward child. Our own home near Boston 
was a little paradise. . 


It was in Buffalo where, Goodwin says, he “had the misfortune to meet the 
second lady who bore my name.” A chapter with the heading “Number Two,” 
tells of his marriage to Nella Baker Pease, whom he describes as the “wife of a 
dilettante, living in Buffalo.” She nightly appeared at the theater where he 
was playing and, he declares, made herself “particulariy conspicuous by effusive 
applause, generally bestowed when the other portions of the audience nad finished 
theirs. lt was evident, he adds, that she was discovering hidden beauties in his 
artistic efforts. They became acquainted and he discovered that she possessed 
many talents, being what he calls the best amateur piano plaver he has ever 
heard. He soon discovered that the beautiful Nella and her husband were by 
no means what the novelists call en rapport. 

He promised the lady’s relatives to do what he could to help her sever her 
matrimonial bonds, Goodwin avers: The husband himself asked him to help 
Nella to get a chance on the stage. His mother invited her to visit their home 
and she remained there for several months. Goodwin had just about gotten an 
engagement for her with Mackay when one day he was served with papers in 
a suit by the husband, who charged him with alienating Mrs. Pease’s affec- 
tions. 

Goodwin declares that the wife laughed when she heard of it: but he fafled 
to see the joke. She advised him, he declares, to go to Buffalo, buy her tus- 
band off, come back and marry her, saying she- knew she could make him 
superiatively happy. 

“After that,” asks Nat, “what could a true-born American do?” He decided, 
he says, that he must marry her at once and “listen to her play the piano the 
rest of my life. I was sure of one thing, however—she would never bore me— 
and she never did. But, Gee Whiz, what a lot of things she did to equalize 
things.” They were fairly happy, he intimates, until after the birth of their 
gon, Nat Godwin III, when she changed. They separated. 

During that separation and before his marriage to Maxine Elliott, Goodwin 
hints at a genuine and hitherto concealed romance in his life which never came 
to fruition. He was playing in Kentucky when a chance railway journey 
brought about his acquaintance with a beautiful and accomplished Blue Grass 
belle. Their acquaintance ripened into mutual love. She consented to marry 
him when he should be free and he brought divorce proceedings in California, 
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Learning, however, that the girl’s relatives 
were furious and threatening ostracism for her 
if the marriage took place, he determined that 
his duty to her compelled him to sacrifice the 
hope of making her Mrs. Goodwin No. 3. This 
decided him to undertake his disastrous theat- 
rical invasion of Australia. He went away leav 
ing a lie as a legacy to the Kentucky woman 
to make her loathe his name. Then he quotes 
Poe’s lines: 

The moon never beams 
Without bringing me dreams 
Of my beautiful Annabel Lee. 

The chapter telling about this incident is 
headed “Number Three (Almost).”

Why some people take his medicines and get well is 
perhaps more of a problem for the psychologist than for 
the physiologist.

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Fencers’ League of America 
rules and injunctions. 

When you approach the study of fencing you find it 
has not only a literature and a system of ethics, but a 
language all its own. You come across such terms as 
“riposte,”” which appears to mean when your adversary 
his attacked but failed to hit you; “doighte,” which 
means finger play; ‘forte,’ which means the strong 
part of your blade, and “foible,” which means the weak 
part. Witness some of the terms used to describe four 
divisions or quarters of the front of your fencing jacket: 
prime, seconde, tierce and quarte, or quinte, sixte, sep- 
teime and octave. The selection of these names de- 


contributes still more 


pends, it would seem, upon whether a thrust at one of: 


the four portions is accomplished with the hand in 
“pronation” or “supination,” whether it is a “parry” 
pr a “lunge.” 

If all this isn’t strange and foreign and involved 
enough for you, let me select at random one paragraph 
from a simple little manual got up for the amateur 
who would study fencing at home: 

“The assailant disengages into sixte, and as the arm

is straightened in that line, the defender parries tierce in 
a crisp tap, taking care not to harsh his blade. On 
feeling the parry the assailant smartly reverses his foil, 
turning the point toward, and so as to pass close beside 
his left ear, the hilt resting on the back of the hand, and 
the grip being held by the thumb and first finger only, 
while the other fingers are ranged beneath the first; 
and he lunges in with the pummel directed toward the 
defender, whom he keeps in view by carrying his hand 
far enough to the left to leave an opening between arm 
and blade,” etc., etc. 


I don’t suppose the language is more foreign than 
baseball lingo, once you have learned it. 

Every movement, step, situation, every possibility that 
may arise seems to have been made a study of until the 
whole matter has been reduced to an exact science.

In the others he was 


GANGRENE, ONE 


c= report from Paris that two doctors attached 
to the American hospital service have discov- 


ered a microbe that produces gangrene in 

wounds, and have also perfected a curative 
serum which prevents that gangrene, has been received 
with keen interest by those physicians on this side who 
have had experience with the terrible contagion called 
“hospital gangrene.” 

Most physicians rever s* w hospital gangrene. The most 
modern textbooks on pathology, bacteriology and mili- 
tary hygiene are equally reticent. Coplin, ome of the 
best modern books, dismisses it with this statement: 
“Hospital gangrene is now a historic disease, modern 
antisepsis having led to its dirappearance. It prob- 
ably represented an infection of extreme virulence, the 
exact nature of which may only be surmised.” 

In a textbook published in 1895, Dr. J. Collins War- 
ren wrote; “Hospital gangrene has become a historic 
disease. . . Paradoxical as it may seem, it is 
nevertheless true that hospital gangrene during the last 
decade has been seen only in private practice. As com- 
plete a disappearance of the disease has, however. been 
| - feported in former times, and itis highly probable that 
| ee ae

disaster which may profoundly affect the present well 
regulated system of hospital service or of surgical aid 
to the sick poor in large centers of population will 
bripg back this unwelcome guest.” 

After a horrible record, hardly to be paralleled by 
any other disease, hospital gangrene subsided just be- 
fore the new science of bacteriology became fully com- 
petent to investigate it. To.go no further back, it was 
the arch plague of the Crimean War, when the French 
troops suffered from it greatly. It is said that on the 
transports carrying wounded men through the Sea of 
Marmora and the Bosphorus as many as 60 dead from 
hospital gangrene were thrown overboard from a single 
small ship during the brief passage of 36 hours. The 
plague raged in our own military hospitals during the 
Civil War, and the Confederate prison at Anderson- 
ville made a record in this direction that outfaces all 
‘the other outrages of that famous place. In our civil 
hospitals, also, the thing was common. 

In the Franco-Prussian War, the French again suf- 
fered heavily from it, ab they had during the Crimean 
War. In 1870, however, Lister's idea of antisepsis had 
‘been adopted in France, and something could be done

application to raw wounds of the actual cautery, of 
carbolic acid, and the “fuming bromines”—all of them 
exquisite torture to the wounded man, and too fre- 
quently ineffective after all. Now, at last, if the Paris 
report is to be credited, the European War has ac- 
complished that breakdown of antiseptic efficiency that 
Dr. Warren referred to as a possible cause of a new 
visitation. 

Gangrene as the modern physician knows it in prac- 
tice is quite a different thing from hospital gangrene. 
The familiar kind may or may not start from an open 
wound. It is due to the cessation of the blood supply 
to a section of flesh. This section may be drained by 
its veins after the arteries have ceased to supply blood 
to it. The affected mass of tissues then tends to be- 
come shrunken and partially dried. The flesh is dead, 
owing to the failure of the circulation of the blood 
through it. Then, being dead, it begins to decay. The 
decomposition of the tissues, just like the decomposition, 
say of fish, results in the production of the chemical 
poisons called ptomaines. These ptomaines are ab- 
sorbed into the circulation of the rest of the body, and 
unless the petient can be saved by amputation of the

felt throughout the coun- 
-try. and with the growing tendency of 
the industrial workers coming from the 
country to the cities to try to provide 
the table which is demanded by their 
well-to-do neighbors a household prob- 
lem inevitably arises,” says the Journal 
of the American Medical Association. 
“Either the dietary habit must be ma- 
terially changed to include a different 
type of ration—a scheme almost impos- 
sible of accomplishment where food cus- 
toms are in part dictated by usage—or 
retrenchment in expenditures must ve 
sought in some other way. 

“At present the cheapest articles of 
food include potatoes, peas and beans, 
and certain cereals in the form of coarse 
bread; cabbege forrs a cheap green vege- 
table; among animal! product® milk and 
cheese are comparatively inexpensive: 
fish furnish the cheapest forms of flesh 
foods; and dried apples are among the 
cheapest. fruits. Expensive butter can be 
in part teplaced advantageously by less 
‘expensive, yet thoroughly wholesome 
animal and vegetable fats. Beef, which 
is always ¢xpensive, might well be re- 
placed more liberally by fish than it has 
been in the past. Without having statis- 
tics at hand te .upport the statement we 
nevertheless venture the opinion that the 
popularity ¢? fish is growing rapidly in 
America. Pbtatoes are not yet competing 
with the cereals as extensively as they 
might well do: but cheese is likely to 
find increasing favor.” 


Lowest Note Fitted to 
Organ 


N organ stop which emits a note 
A ene full octave below any that 


has «ver been heard before has 

been installed in an organ at 
Lowell, Mass. This stop is 128 feet long 
and its note is musically indicated as 
CCCCCC. 

“To understand what this means,” says 
the Scientific American, “it may be said 
that a 32-foot pipe vibrates 16 times a 
second at its lowest note (CCCC), and 
this is very near the point below which 
vibrations cease to form a continucus 
sound, while a 128-foot pipe vibrate: but 
four times a second when protucing its 
lowest ‘sound. .It was found, however, 
that a group of pipes giving overtones 
could be arranged to produce, when sound- 
ed together, a synthetic tone, and by this 
means stops producing the effect of a 
64-foot pipe have been built without re- 
quiring the use of a pipe of that length; 
and now in the same way this monster 
128-foot stop has appeared, which is de- 
scribed as ‘a mighty atmospheric throb 
of. most awesome majesty.’ Indeed, it 
would seem that its tones must be rather 
felt than beard.”

Exercises foe P olicemen 


That Will Benefit Anyone 
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Lying flat, raise legs without 
. bending knees. 


HE surgeons of the New York 
police force recently sent to all 
members of that force a letter 
instructing them how to preserve 

their health. In it special emphasis was 
laid upon exercise, handball and tennis 
being mentioned as ideal sports for police- 
men. The reason these are so beneficial 
is that they exercise every muscle in the 
body, those of the waist and abdomen 
béing called into play with every bend 
and twist. 

Recognizing that handball rr tennis 
are out of the reach of many policemen, 
the surgeons suggested certain simple ex- 
ercises that will produce similar effects. 
Those upon which stress was laid are 
bending to touch the ground with 
the finger tips, the knees being 
held rigid; lying on a bed and 
raising the legs perpendicular; 
bending the knees back on the 
abdomen. and raising- to a sit 
ting posture with- 
out bending the 
knees. 

The object of 
all these motions 
is to exercise the 
muscles of the 
abdomen. These 
are the muscles that are most 
likely to become soft and 
flaccid through lack of use, and 
they are those of all others 
that it most behooves a wan 
or. woman of middle age to 
keep in condition. They form 
the greater part of the wall of 
the abdominal cavity which is 
filled with stomach, liver, kid- 
neys, spleen, intestines and 
other organs of the greatest 
importance. And some of these 
muscles pass inside the ab 
domen. They are not mere retaining 
walls. but by their expansion and con.

traction they move the legs and loins 
besides holding the body erect. They 
are, therefore, among the largest and 
most powerful muscles we have. 

When they expand and contract they 
give to the soft internal organs a mas- 
sage that can be obtained in no other 

way. The intestines es- 
pecialy are stimulated by 
this massage and lack of 
exercise of the abdominal 
muscles almost invariab- 
ly results in sluggish 
action and chronic con- 
stipation. The man who 
regularly exercises these 
muscles is not likely to 
require castor oi! or cal- 
omel or salts. 


Herewith are some 
diagrams showing the 
correct way to perform 
the exercises recommend- 
ed to the police. They 
are equally appropriate 
‘for all men and women. 
They were drawn by Dr. 
Francis Meckel of Paris 
and published in a book 
called “Culture Phys- 
ique,” in which that 
eminent physician elab- 
orates the whole theory 
and practice of keeping 
the body healthy by ex- 
ercise. 


Dr. Heckel lays special 
stress upon these exer- 
cises, as they will effec- 
tually prevent the ac- 
cumulation of fat upon 
the abdomen. 
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laloe fat, raise body and touch 
toes; don’t bend knees.

Problems 38 Solved 


NDING the present conditions is 
Europe had made impossible the 
further importation of many ma’ 
terials that are essential in their 

work, the officials of the General Electrie 
Co. held a meeting in August to discuss 
the problem of continuing in business. 

After a long discussion a list of the 
problems to be solved was made. There 
were 52 of these. The list was sent to 
the laboratory at Schenectady, where 
everybody got busy in a search for solu- 
tions. By the end of October 38 of these 
52 problems had been solved successfully. 

For instance: The General Electric 
Co. uses in the meters it manufactures 
more jeweled bearings than any watch 
company. It used to import them in half 
million lots. Now the experts in its 
laboratory have discovered how te make 
them in this country and, what is more, 
at one-quarter the price they had been 
paying abroad. . 

Xnother discovéry that was incidental 
to this research was made by those ex- 
perimenting with tungsten. The details 
of this cannot be made public. But a 
high official of the company is authority 
for the statement that it related to bul- 
lets, that the company at once gave the 
secret to the United States Government, 
and that, as a result, the United States 
army will henceforth have the most per- 
fect bullets in the world. 

Similar problems faced many other 
manufacturing concerns, and one by one 
they are being solved. For instance: 
The carbons used for the electric light- 
ing of moving picture projectors were 
ir ported, and as soon as the war broke 
out the price soared, as there was only 
a small stock in this country. In re- 
sponse to the cry of alarm from the 
moving picture concerns the National 
Carbon Co. began experiments, with the 
result that a method of making moving 
picture carbons was discovered. These 
can be sold for half the price the im- 
ported used to cost. 

Thus ar wide-awake Americans solv- 
ing problems that a few months ago 
seemed to threaten the very existence of 
some important industries; thus, which 
may be far more reacting, they are creat- 
ing new American industries. 


Chicago’sCorrect Measure 


HICAGO has a 100-foot standard 
which was presented to it recent- 


ly by the Western Society of En- 

gineers. It is a steel rod 102 
feet long, two inches wide and half sn 
inch in thickness,’ which rests on rollers 
secured to brackets on the wall. It is 
marked at zero, 1 foot, 1 yard, 1 meter, 
10 feet, 25 feet, 50 feet, 66 feet, 20 meters, 
30 meters and 100 feet. At each of: these 
points is a disc of an alloy of 90 per cent 
platinum and 10 per cent iridium, 5.16 
inches in diameter, inserted flush with 
the surface, the exact division point 
marked on the disc. 


The graduations were established by 
Prof. L. A. Fischer of the United States 
Bureau of Standards, who also furnished 
a correction table for use in connection 
with comparisons of measures.

New Cure o Cholera 


~™, R. RENAULT, Director of the San- 
itary Service of French India, re-
